WASHINaTOK, Aug. IB S. 
officials said today therg pi;Dbably 
aro about 40 Chinese form^ stu- 
dents atlll In this country who wont 
to reltim to Communist China. But 
they emphoslxcd that, unlike . 41 
Americana held in Bed China, the 
students hero ore free to leave at 
any tlmo they wish. 

The Issue ot the studenla stUl In 
this country has been raised by Red 
China in ambassadorial negotiations 
at Qeneva, where the United States 
b seeking freedom for Americans 
held on the Chinese mainland. The 
eighth Geneva session since Aug.^l 
ended yesterday without result; on- 
other was arranged for tomorrow. 

Officials said they have no exact 
records even on the number of stu- 
dents still here, much less en their 
reasons- for-not-leovlng.— Although 
some of them once were imder re- 
strictions, all have been free to leave 
since April S.. 

Officials soy past experience with 
the student groups suggests a num- 
ber of explanations for theh: re- 
maining: Some moy not be able to 
afford passage back (a law which 
permitted U. 8. payment of their 
fores expired June 30); some may 
still be working under contracts 
which still have some time to run: 
there may be health considerations 
In some coses. 

These are suppositions, officials 
said, because the students In ques- 
tion are not under any kind of sur- 
veilllince and are free to make their 
own living and departure arrange- 
ments., Like all other resident aliens, 
they must check In periodically 
with the Immigration service, but no 
centrol files is kept on their o'ctiv- 
lUes.

D., Minn,— who wa.<j never 
known to miss a chance to needle a Repub- 
lican— gave hl.^ blesshig. 
. A routine hearing was set beforca senate 
Judiciary subcommittee to examine Burger'r 
fitness. 

It seems, however, that there were three 
Irishmen named McGlnty. O'Brien and Mack- 
In. They decided to block it. All three were 
Democrats, naturally. 

' They had been employed- as attorneys In 
the department of Justice civil division which 
BurEcr headed. 

Shortly niter the Republicans took over In 
1953, they were dismissed. 
. Despite appeals, hearings, etc., their dls 
.missals by Burger stuck. They were out lor 
revenge. 

■ They showed up at the senate Judiciary 
■fiubcommittce hearings presided over by an- 
other Irish Democrat, Sen. Joseph C. .O'Ma- 
honcy of Wyoming. 

McGlnty, O'Brien and Mackln charged that 
Burger was antl-Irlsh, anll-CathoUc, antl- 
vetcran and anti-clean government. Irishman 
O'Mahoncy decided to delay proceedings. 

They all failed to reckon, however, on the 
wrath of another tribe of Irishmen— the Mc- 
Granncrys. One in particular, named James 
P., had been President Truman's last attorney 
general. Ho had been- given the specific Job 
ot trying to clean up the department of jus- 
tice, which was In something of a mess. 

McGrannery charged In, demanding to be 
heard. This put the Democrats on something 
of a spot. It would never do to have one Denio- 
crat teatllylng against other Democrats, 
O'Aiahoney put McGrannery off. 
. Instead, Deputy Atty. Gen..WlllIam P-.Rog: 
ers was" called In. Republican Rogers, though 
not Irish, revealed that early In 1053 Mc- 
Grannery and his deputy. Ross Malonc — defi- 
nitely Irish— had conferences with Brownell 
and Rogers. 

At these meetings the Democrats had pass- 
ed along to the Republican.*; their recom- 
mendations for reorganizing the department 
of justice. Included was a list of lawyers Mc- 
Grannery said should be dropped from gov- 
ernment service. 

It developed the trio opposing Burger's 
nomination for a Judgeship had been ticketed 
,ln this 1952 cleanup. The action was blocked 
by the Elsenhower victory. 

McGrannery gave full support, however, to 
having his recommendations carried out by 
the Republicans. ' 

But In the end McGlnty, O'Brien and Mack- 
ln won the battle tcmpornrily. While the 
O'Mahoncy subcommittee decided to approve 
Burger's appointment to the bench, the full 
Judiciary committee never found time to re- 
commend his confirmation to the senate. 

Until the next session of congress nt least. 
Warren Burger must remain a mere assistant 
attorney general Instead of becoming his 
honor, the Judge, because of the Irish war.
